Opium is surreptitiously supplied by 


San Francisco Chinamen to their coun- 
trymen in tho Sandwich islands, whore 
it in forbidden. 
Tho drug brings if'KO 


to $00 a pound, and the smuggling of u 
fow hundred pounds makes a China- 
man rich. In numberless ways they 
contrive to introduce it. A lurgo sulo 
was consigned to a prosperous mer- 
chant. An oflicor dornandeet that it, bo 
opened. The Chinaman declared that 
ho had forgotten tho combination. Tliut 
night'tho safe, weighing four tons, \\as 
taken out oi the bonded wnrehouao, 
carted nwny bovornl miles, emptied and 
left in a sugar-cane field, whoro tho 
olllcers found it tho next day, with evi- 
dence that U had boon enunmod with 
opium. 


A man Imd a contract for washing tlm 


linen on the Pacific mail steamers. 
Hundreds of bundles, each containing a 
can of opium, wore pitched from tlio 
steamer's dock to tho wharf and carted 
to his laundry. Ho happened to be nick 
on ouo occasion, and his assistant, who 
was ignorant of tho contraband trade, 
handled the linen in such a way that an 
opium can fell out. A great number of 
sowing machines wore sent to Honolulu, 
nud by accident it was discovered that 
tho legs were hollow and packed with 
opium. Opium has been delivered in 
tho islands in fruit cans, the can being 
divided into three compartments, the 
two outside ones filled with fruit and 
tho larger ouo with opium. Largo quan- 
tities huvo also been shipped to the 
island in ntove wood, each piece of wood 
being bored. Masses of coal have done 
service in tho same way.
